To  the  Members  of  Toronto  Public  Library  Board : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  [in  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Public  Library  system  of  Toronto.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  need  of  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  will 
not  be  an  impediment  to  its  future  progress.  It  is,  however, 
necessary  to  again  point  out,  as  has  been  done  on  several 
occasions  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  that  the  Central  Library 
building  has  reached  the  limit  of  its  usefulness. 

It  is  now  twenty  years  since  the  formation  of  the  Public 
Library  in  1883,  and  in  that  time  the  requirements  of  the 
Central  Library  have  far  outgrown  the  capacity  of  the  present 
building,  which  at  the  first  was  only  occupied  as  a  temporary 
home,  until  such  time  as  a  more  suitable  building  could  be  erected. 

During  the  year  the  question  of  utilizing  the  Public  Library, 
as  an  adjunct  to  the  Public  Schools,  was  opened  by  the  receipt  of 
a  communication  from  the  Public  School  Board,  asking  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  of  your  Board,  in  order  that  a 
conference  might  be  held  as  to  the  practicability  of  providing  the 
schools  with  books  from  the  shelves  of  the  Public  Libraries.  In 
compliance  with  that  request  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
meet  the  School  Board  Committee. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  latter  body,  apparently,  allowed 
the  matter  to  drop  at  that  stage,  as  I  am  convinced  that  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  subject  could  not  help  but  be  productive  of  some 
good,  if  only  by  clearing  away  certain  misconceptions  which 
have  gathered  around  it,  and,  perhaps,  to  discover  some  practi- 


cable  means  by  which  the  usefulness  of  the  Libraries  may  be 
extended. 

It  is  as  yet  an  open  question  as  to  whether  the  establish- 
ment of  school  children's  departments,  in  connection  with  Pub- 
lic Libraries,  is  amove  in  the  right  direction.  I  do  not  think  the 
need  is  to  prolong  two  hours  of  school  life  for  children,  either  in 
the  schools  or  by  transferring  them  from  the  school  room  to  a 
children's  department  of  a  Public  Library. 

What,  perhaps,  is  more  needed  is  that  facilities  be  afforded 
the  school  teachers  for  making  themselves  better  acquainted 
with  the  books  contained  in  the  Libraries.  Through  the  teachers, 
children  in  the  schools  might  thus  obtain  some  knowledge  of 
books,  and  also  of  the  use  and  the  abuse  of  books,  which  they 
might  never  obtain  for  themselves  by  being  allowed  the  free  run 
of  a  Library,  without  proper  guidance.  Unfortunately,  it  is  a 
fact  that  teachers,  as  a  class,  have  as  little  knowledge  of  books, 
outside  their  own  text  books,  as  almost  any  other  class  in  the 
communit}'. 

I  cannot  but  think  that  if  means  can  be  devised,  and  put 
into  practice,  whereby  the  teachers  in  our  public  schools  may  be 
induced  to  tak^  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public 
Libraries,  and  to  study  to  qualify  themselves  to  act  in  the  capacity 
of  librarians  to  the  children  committed  to  their  care,  instructing 
them  as  to  the  true  value  of  books,  as  companions  after  school 
years,  more  good  will  thus  be  accomplished,  than  by  the  adoption 
of  any  open  book  shelf  system,  or  the  opening  of  special  children's 
departments  in  the  Libraries. 

The  "  Public  Library"  is  the  people's  university,  and  in  that 
sense  its  work  is  apart  from,  though  a  continuation,  of  the  Public 
School  work.  Its  proper  sphere  of  usefulness  will  not  be  aug- 
mented, but  rather  hampered,  by  complicating  its  management 
with  the  management  of  the  Public  Schools. 

Mr.  S.  VV.  Burns  has,  during  the  past  two  years,  rendered 
useful  service  to  the  public  as  a  member  of  this  Board.  His 
recent  resignation  from  the  Board  was  made  necessary  by  his 
election  as  a  member  of  the    Toronto  City  Council,  in   which

capacity  he  will,  as  we  have  every  reason  to  believe,  continue  the 
same  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Public  Library  Board 
which  he  has  shown  in  the  past. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  Circulating  and  Reference 
departments,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  reports,  continues 
satisfactory.  The  various  branches  are  each  doing  good  work, 
amply  justifying  the  policy  of  the  Board  in  the  past  in  opening 
branches  in  such  localities  as  their  need  was  felt. 

The  fact  that  the  aggregate  circulation  for  the  past  two 
years  has  practically  been  stationary,  is,  perhaps,  a  plain  intima- 
tion that  as  the  City  grows  in  extent,  and  its  wants  increase, 
even  its  Public  Library  facilities,  which  were  sufficient  ten  or 
fifteen  years  ago,  are  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  to-day.  How 
best  to  reach  the  public  will  not  be  the  least  of  the  problems  to 
be  solved  by  future  Boards  of  Public  Library  Trustees.
